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Alpaca farm gets ready for spring arrivals

Jane McKee’s family is looking to geta 
whole lot bigger come summertime. 

A resident of Stanhope, McKee current- 
ly owns and operates an Alpaca farm that 
is home to approximately 30 animals, give 
or take a few. 

Come this summer, those alpacas will 
begin to multiply thanks to a number of 
offspring expected to make their grand en- 
trance into the world. 

“Two of my females have already given 
birth to babies,” said McKee, “and I’m 
expecting about eight more arrivals in the 
next month or so.” 

McKee’s property, located on North 
Shore Road, has been a home to animals 
for a number of generations. Originally 
owned by McKee’s grandparents and used 
as a mixed farm, the property was passed 
down to her uncle and then her mother and 
eventually to her. 

“My mother wasn’t in the best of health 
when I inherited the farm,” said McKee. 
“T was initially planning on selling it. I had 
cleaned it up and was ready to put it on the 
market. However when it came time to put 
the for sale sign on the lawn I just couldn’t 
do it. It was then when I realized I was too 
emotionally attached to the farm.” 

After realizing she wanted to stay there, 
McKee, who used to be a nurse, decided 
to run a different style of farm. 

“T wanted a small active farm that wasn’t 
going too be too much for me to handle,” 
says McKee. “I started to do some re- 
search and found out that a lot of ladies 
were running alpaca farms by themselves. 
The more I started to investigate the more 
I realized it was doable.” 

Once McKee realized which direction 
she wanted to go in she got to work. She 
built a coverall structure on her property 
for the alpacas to make their eventual 
home in and built very high fences around 
the perimeter of the property. She also 
started to teach herself all that she needed 
to know about the unique animal, which 
belongs to the camelid family. 

“The alpaca originates from Peru,” said 
McKee, “however they have now made 
their way over to Australia, the United 
States and Canada. Importing to Canada 
started in the late 1990s in B.C. and Alberta 
and then eventually Ontario. There are

now 180 alpaca farms in Ontario alone.” 

McKee herself belongs to Alpaca 
Ontario, an association made up of alpaca 
owners and breeders. McKee, who pur- 
chased her alpacas from a few different 
breeders, says the price range for the ani- 
mal can range greatly. 

“You can pay anywhere from $500 to 
$750 for a pet alpaca,” said McKee, “to 


hundreds of thousands of dollars for a 
breeding alpaca. There was an alpaca sold 
in the United States recently for $650,000 
to a member of the Kellogg family. Now 
that kind of price is unheard of.” 

The primary purpose of owning an al- 
paca is for its fleece. McKee shears her 
animals once a year and then sells the 
fleece to be used for a variety of items, 


such as sweaters, blankets and socks. 

“It’s so soft it feels just like cashmere,” 
said McKee, “and you can blend it too. 
Once it’s blended it hangs beautifully and 
is used for things like coats and jackets.” 

McKee, who has a real interest in fab- 
ric, sorts through the fleece herself and 
grades it. The purpose of this, she says, is 
to keep the finer material away from the 
coarse fleece. The fineness of the fleece 
is measured by microns, however despite 
the grade, the entire amount of fleece can 
be used for a variety of items. 

“You want to collect a critical mass of 
fleece because a certain weight has to be 
collected,” she says. “If you sort it appro- 
priately the final product is just beautiful 
after you get it to the mill.” 

Apart from the fleece, McKee also uses 
the animals for breeding and showing. 
The majority of information she learned 
surrounding alpaca breeding, she said, 
was self-taught. 

“When I started to become serious about 
it I realized there’s a lot of info out there, 
such as books, seminars, workshops, etc. 
put on by the Alpaca Association. 

“The alpaca community is also very 
supportive.” 

According to McKee, alpacas breed 
once a year and give birth to a cria ap- 
proximately a year later, as the gestation 
period for an alpaca usually takes | 1-and- 
a-half months. The mating ritual, she says, 
is both unique and intriguing. 

“The males and females are kept apart 
at all times,” she says. “When it’s time to 
mate what happens is the herd sire [the 
name given to the male breeder] is paraded 
around the females. If a female is ready to 
mate and become pregnant she will drop 
to the ground, signaling she is available. 
The male breeder will mount himself onto 
the female and do his thing, which roughly 
takes around 20 to 30 minutes.” 

McKee says after the ritual is complete 
the males and females are kept apart once 
again. After a few days have passed the 
same ritual takes place again. 

“When the herd sire is taken around the 
females for the second time one of two 
things will happen,” explains McKee. “Tf 
the female alpaca did not conceive the 
first time she will drop to the floor again 
signaling she is ready to mate. However

if the first attempt was successful she 
will conceive a cria in a matter of days. 
If she is pregnant her body will already 
start producing progesterone, a pregnancy 
hormone. This hormone begins to build 


itself up in the alpaca’s body and if the 
female comes close to a male alpaca the 
hormone will cause her to spit at the male. 
This signals that she is already with child 
and wants nothing to do with another male 
alpaca.” 

Alpacas, said McKee, are usually im- 
pregnated on the first or second attempt

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and rarely become pregnant with more 
than one cria. If an alpaca is carrying twins 
they are almost always aborted, due to the 
health risk put on the mother. Female al- 
pacas are bred around the age of two and 
can carry a cria at any time of the year, 
however McKee prefers to time it around 
the spring. 

“The severe heat is hard on the mum 
and baby,” she says. “You want to try and 
time it so that they have the cria by spring 
or early summer, making sure they’re not 
pregnant during the hot summer months.” 

A cria usually weighs between 12 to 20 
pounds at birth. Two of McKee’s alpacas 
just recently gave birth, both weighing in 
around 15 pounds. McKee’s alpacas come 
in a variety of names, from Emir to Cartier 
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to Lyric, the name of McKee’s herd sire, 
which was recently awarded second place 
in an alpaca show in Orangeville. 

However, naming such a large number 
of animals can present its challenges. 

As a result McKee is putting out a chal- 
lenge in an alpaca baby-naming contest. 
All suggestions and entries are welcome 
and a winner will be announced in the pa- 
per in the next few weeks.

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Water rate reductions on candidate’s radar

Craig Birchall says there aren’t enough job opportuni- 
ties in Minden Hills and would like to help change that. 

Birchall, a Lutterworth Pines resident, has announced 
that he will be running for councillor of Minden Hills’s 
Ward 2 in the October municipal election. 

Ward 2 runs south from Minden to the township’s bor- 
der with the City of Kawartha Lakes. 

Living in Haliburton County for the past 15 years, the 
last six of which have been spent in Minden Hills, Birchall 
said he’s seen job opportunities shrink, not grow. 

“There seems to be less and less,” he said, explaining 
while he used to have a job in the county, he is now a 
service manager at a Bracebridge auto repair shop. 

Birchall believes the way to increase the number of jobs 
is to bring in more corporate chains and big box stores. 

“Everybody’s glad Canadian Tire is coming,” he said. 
“T think we need to entice [more chains] somehow to take 
an interest in our community.” 

Birchall said he also thought the township could be do- 
ing more to enhance its downtown in an effort to attract 
more businesses there. 

“Unfortunately, there’s a lot of vacant spaces,” he 
said. 

Improvements to area health care is also part of 
Birchall’s platform. He said improving shopping in the

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area would mean a greater chance of recruiting doctors 
here. 

“Tt’s hard to entice doctors here because there’s nothing 
here for them,” he said. 

Birchall said he would also work to get water user fees 
in Lutterworth Pines reduced. 

Currently, residents there pay $1,050 annually for wa- 
ter, which Birchall said he thinks is unfair since people 
who live in Minden proper pay less. 

“T don’t think that anyone in the township should be 
treated differently,” he said. 

Birchall also said Minden Hills council could use some 
new blood. 

“T think that council needs some younger people on it,” 
he said. 

Having council meetings at 9 a.m. on weekdays is also 
problematic, Birchall said, since it means that working 
people are unable to attend. 

If elected, Birchall said he would suggest that meeting 
alternate between mornings and evenings, so that more 
people would have an opportunity to attend. 

Birchall also said he was disappointed to see there was 
a slate campaign in Minden Hills, comparing slates to hy- 
dras — mythological, multi-headed sea serpents. 

Birchall has started a Facebook page dedicated to his 
campaign and more information on the candidate and his 
ideas can be found there, at Craig Birchall for Minden 
Hills Town Councillor Ward 2.

Therefore, the community would 
be fully consulted prior to any move to 
close a hospital.

Beware of grow-ops 


As spring has fallen across Ontario, so 
does another season for outdoor mari- 
juana grow operations. During the months 
of May and June of every year, persons 
involved in growing marijuana head to 
the rural areas in search of property that 
they can plant this illicit crop. Marijuana 
growers look for the following areas: 

1. Swamps 

2. Corn fields 

3. Wooded areas 

4. Along rivers 

5. Rural rental properties with large 
acreage 

Once an area is located, growers will 
bring to the area large bags of fertilizer, 


shovels, chemicals, pails and of course the 
marijuana plants. The marijuana plants 
are planted and maintained by the grower 
over the next five months while they ma- 
ture. Due to the heartiness of the marijua- 
na plant, they only have to be tended to 
approximately once every two weeks. 

In late September or early October 
the marijuana grower returns to harvest 
their plants, leaving the root of the plant 
behind. 

Marijuana plants are bright green in co- 
lour, the leaves have seven jagged fingers, 
plants grow between three and five feet 
in height and give off an odour similar to 
that of a skunk.

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Township spending ‘gone wild,’ association says

MBC vice-president Napier Simpson ripped into 
Algonquin Highlands council and staff for its handling of 
the township’s finances during the association’s annual 
general meeting last weekend. 

The Maple, Beech and Cameron Lakes Area Property 
Owners’ Association, which has some 250 member fami- 
lies, held its annual meeting at the Stanhope Firefighters’ 
Hall on May 23. 

Armed with a Power Point presentation, Simpson de- 
scribed the township’s bookkeeping as “almost a dark 
science,” explaining it had been difficult to find all the 
information. 

“Tt’s clear as mud,” he said. 

While Simpson said the township’s tax revenue for 2009 
was approximately $2.8 million, he said that number for 
2010 would be approximately $3.1 million. 

“That’s up 12 per cent,” he told the room. “And that’s 
only part of the story.” 

Referring to a digital slide he’d entitled, “Spending Gone 
Wild,” Simpson said township spending for 2009 was ap- 
proximately $6.6 million in 2009, he said that figure had 
jumped to just more than $9 million for 2010. 

“That’s 37 per cent up,” he said. “If this continues, we’ ve 
got issues.” 

Simpson said he blamed the township’s botched settle- 
ment with the Middleton family (which, all in all, cost the 
township more than $1 million) as well as other consulting 


and compensation costs related to the Stanhope Airport 
expansion project for the increase in spending. 

He said it had been difficult to find how airport-related 
expenses were allocated in the budget and that they’d been 
placed under a number of different categories. 

While Reeve Eleanor Harrison spoke at last year’s meet- 
ing, MBC did not invite any council members to speak 
this year. 

Rather, since it was an election year, president Paul 
MacInnes said it had been his idea to invite people who 
had declared their candidacy for the township’s fall elec- 
tion to speak. 

However, so far the township has but one candidate. 

Liz Danielsen, municipal reporter for the Haliburton 
County Voice, will be running for one of two councillor 
positions in Ward 2, which encompasses the former town- 
ship of Stanhope. 

In his introduction of her, MacInnes described Danielsen 
as being known for her “integrity, professionalism and 
common sense.” 

“We’re not taking a position on candidates,” he added, 
as a din of laughter rose. 

Danielsen gave a speech where she detailed her previ- 
ous experience in municipal government in the Northwest 
Territories and spoke of how she wished to bring more ac- 
countability and transparency to government in Algonquin 
Highlands. 

She addressed the fact that she is not a resident of the 
township, but explained she is leasing some property in 
Algonquin Highlands, which makes her eligible to run in 


Danielsen runs for 
Algonquin Highlands council

Liz Danielsen, municipal affairs reporter for the 
Haliburton County Voice, announced last week she is run- 
ning for Algonquin Highlands council in October’s mu- 
nicipal election. 

Danielsen will be seeking one of two councillor posi- 
tions for Algonquin Highlands’s Ward 2, which encom- 
passes the former township of Stanhope, and is so far the 
only person who has filed papers to run in the township in 
the fall. 

“T’ve had a lot of municipal experience in the past and 
I’ve really enjoyed it,” Danielsen told the Times on May 
20 after filing her candidacy papers. 

Living in the Northwest Territories for 25 years, 
Danielsen served 12 years on a municipal council there 
and spent another 12 working as a clerk for the same 
municipality. 

She’s been covering Algonquin Highlands council, along 
with the councils of the county’s three other municipalities 
and county itself, for the past two years. 

“T’ve spent two years watching and learning all the ins 
and outs of the local councils,” she said. 

While she is running for a council seat in the township, 
Danielsen is not a resident of Algonquin Highlands, but 
rather lives in Hastings County, making her home outside 
of Bancroft. 


When asked why she wasn’t running for a seat in her 
home township, Danielsen said she’d become somewhat 
disenchanted with politics there and said she’d fallen in 
love with Haliburton County during her time reporting 
here. 

“[’m very enamoured with this area,” she said, adding 
one day she hoped to relocate to the county. 

In the meantime, Danielsen has started leasing a small 
piece of property in Algonquin Highlands, allowing her to 
run for office here. 

While there have been rumours circulating the county 
that the Maple, Beech and Cameron Lakes Area Property 
Owners’ Association had offered Danielsen land to lease 
for practically nothing in return for a vow to try to stop 
the Stanhope Airport expansion, Danielsen said this isn’t 
true. 

“Tt’s not through MBC,” she said. “And do I feel obli- 
gated to anyone in anyway? No.” 

Danielsen said she would be running on a platform of 
transparency and accountability and if elected would work 
hard to engage constituents and make sure their concerns 
are brought to the table. 

She also said she did not think the construction of a sec- 
ond runway at the Stanhope Airport should proceed. 

As far as any journalistic conflicts of interest, Danielsen 
has stopped reporting on Algonquin Highlands. 

She said she plans to continue reporting the governments 
of the three other municipalities and the county itself until 


the fall election. 

When asked about the controversial expansion proposed 
for the Stanhope Airport, Danielsen said, “I can’t support 
moving in the direction it’s been taking.” 

One man in the audience told her she had his vote. 

Andy Muirhead, the association’s research director, 
gave the crowd a brief update on the airport project, which 
was very brief since the project has been hold since the fall 
as the township waits on the result of an environmental 
assessment being conducted by the federal government at 
the airport. 

Muirhead said he’d attempted to get an update on the 
assessment, but that all he’d received was a letter months 
after his request that didn’t answer any of his questions. 

Muirhead criticized the township for having no clear 
business plan or budget when it comes to the airport proj- 
ect and promised the association would continue to oppose 
the project and make sure every affected property owner 
was fairly compensated before the project proceeded. 

MaclInnes gave a presentation on the lakes’ quality and 
had good news to report in declining phosphorous levels. 

The association is involved with the Coalition for 
Equitable Water Flow and the Coalition of Haliburton 
Associations and reports on the activities of both of these 
groups were given. 

Doug Palmer, who heads up the association’s member- 
ship drive, was named the association’s executive member 
of the year and was praised by MacInnes as someone who 
is always ready to help out any way he can. 

Don Wetmore was named volunteer of the year.

that it coincides with some of the 
finest trout fishing of the year. This means 
that when your spouse asks you to mow 
the lawn, you’re left with quite a dilemma: 
do I go trout fishing or chase turkeys? The 
answer, of course, is never easy. 

Luckily, I filled a turkey tag earlier in 
the season, so the decision to fish this 
week was less complex than it normally 
is. A good thing, especially since trout and 
Haliburton go hand in hand. 

In fact, Haliburton County has some of 
the finest trout fishing in Central Ontario. 
You don’t have to drive far to find good 
fishing for brook, rainbow, lake trout and 
splake. There are even pockets of brown 
trout within our borders. 

Our deep, coldwater lakes and a stock- 
ing program that favours trout are two rea- 
son why, on any given day from Jan. | to 
Sept. 30, an angler can go out and have a 
reasonable chance of catching a trout of 
some kind. We also have several lakes 
that are open year round. 

This week, a friend and I decided to 
fish a local lake for rainbow trout. And, 
even though it was unseasonably hot, we 
hooked a few and each took one home for 
the fry pan — not bad for two old guys with 
fly rods. 


Some like it cold 


When it comes to trout, water tem- 
perature is critical; simply put, they’re a 
coldwater fish. Preferred water tempera- 
tures are 10 degrees Celsius (50 degrees 
Fahrenheit) for lake trout, 20°C (68°F) 
for brook trout and splake, less than 21°C 
(70°F) for rainbows, between 18 and 24°C 
(65 and 75°F) for browns. This doesn’t 
mean they won’t be found in warmer wa- 
ter on occasion — they just won’t stay there 
long. This accounts for seasonal move-

ments and explains why they’ll cruise 
shallow water after ice out or drop back to 
deep pools in a river when the water heats 
up.

blasting has ever gone on there. 

The pit has M2 zoning — industrial extraction — so its 
operation as both a gravel pit and quarry are legal. 

There was an issue when the contracting company pur- 
chased a nearby residential lot and turned it into a com- 
mercial driveway without proper zoning from the town- 
ship or permission from the MNR, but the company has 
been forced to stop using the entrance and now enters the 
pit through an adjacent gravel pit. 

Barker’s request to council last week was that it insti- 
tute a bylaw restricting the hours during which the com- 


pany could operate at the pit from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. on 
weekdays and prohibiting the company from doing any 
blasting from July through Thanksgiving. 

Provincial regulations allow the pit to operate from 8 
a.m. until 6 p.m. every day of the week, except holidays. 

“There are cottages that will not be able to operate if 
this is going on all summer,” she said. 

Peter and Marie-Claire Warden own a resort adjacent 
to the pit and already have a petition circulating in the 
area. 

Reeve Eleanor Harrison told Barker that staff members 
have put several hours into dealing with the situation 


and making sure that the contracting company is acting 
legitimately. 

“There’s more that we’re not able to do than we’re able 
to do,” Harrison said, adding that she wasn’t sure how 
much power the township had to control the activities of 
the company. “We as a township have not been ignoring 
the public on this issue.” 

Barker said she submitting a request under the Freedom 
of Information Act to see the affidavits allowing the com- 
pany to operate at the site. 

A rep from Levesque Brothers has told the Times the 
company does not wish to comment on the issue. 


Rent bank loans available to Haliburton County tenants

A provincial program is helping people keep roofs over 
their heads. 
The province’s Rent Bank program helps low-income 
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families and individuals who may be facing eviction due 
to a missed rent payment to keep their living quarters. 

People who use the program are asked to pay back the 
loans as they are able, and that money is used to help oth- 
ers in need. 

In 2010, the province has provided more than $30,000 
to the City of Kawartha Lakes, home of the Kawartha 
Lakes-Haliburton Housing Corporation. 

The corporation is responsible for handing out the Rent 
Bank money to those who need it. 

“Short-term arrears is the most common reason lower- 
income tenants lose their homes and are forced onto the 
street or into shelters,” MPP Rick Johnson said in a press 
release last week. “This new funding . . . ensures we can 
continue to help low-income tenants avoid eviction for 
non-payment of rent due to an unforeseen crisis.” 

According to the press release from Johnson’s office, 


since 2004, the program has averted 141 evictions in the 
City of Kawartha Lakes. 

However, Bob Knight, an employee with the housing 
corporation, told the Times that since the program started, 
just three households in Haliburton County have used it, 
borrowing a total of $3,440. 

“That’s not very much,” Knight said. “Perhaps your 
story will help get the word out to those who may be in 
need.” 

Anyone who wishes to apply to the program can do so 
by calling the housing corporation at 324-6401. 

According to the press release, the McGuinty govern- 
ment puts $5 million a year into the program as part of its 
poverty reduction strategy for the province.

From the Congo to Carnarvon and back again

Members of Carnarvon’s Zion United 
Church had a special guest on Monday. 

Rev. Nzeba Kalorbo, more commonly 
known as Maman Nzeba, is a high-rank- 
ing official with the United Church in 
Africa’s Democratic Republic of Congo. 

She had dinner with about 25 mem- 
bers of the Zion congregation on Monday 
night before departing for a three-day trip 
to Ottawa where she was meeting with 
MPs to discuss the Canadian companies 
mining diamonds in DRC. 

“These companies behave as if they were 
states,” Nzeba said through her translator, 
Bobcaygeon resident Amelia Torrie. 

Like many in DRC, Nzeba speaks 
French. 

“And they don’t respect the contracts be- 
tween the government and themselves.” 

While Nzeba said contracts between the 
Congolese government and the Canadian 
companies are supposed to ensure that a 
portion of the companies’ profits are re- 
turned to the people whose traditional 
lands they are minding for rehabilitation, 
she said the mining companies default on 
the agreements. 

“The [Canadian] government is ap- 
parently not paying attention and so the 
[Congolese] people are losing,” she said 
through her translator. 

She said that along with social costs, 
there is also much _ environmental 
damage. 

Nzeba is here on a trip to maintain con- 
nections between her group, the Eglise du 
Christ au Congo (ECC), and the Lindsay 
Presbytery of the United Church, which 
involves churches in the City of Kawartha 


ern parts of Durham Region. 

The ECC is a non-profit group that con- 
sists of about 12,000 parishes represent- 
ing 65 protestant faiths across DRC. It 
runs hospitals, health clinics, schools and 
universities, food programs, training cen- 
tres for women and other social projects. 

In 2008, 13 members of the Lindsay 
Presbytery of the United Church, in- 
cluding members from Zion, travelled to 
DRC for two weeks. The presbytery has 
so far raised more than $60,000 that it 
has donated to ECC for one of its orphan 
programs. 

A long and bloody civil war in the 
Congo ended in 2003 and killed several 
million — mostly men — leaving many 
women without husbands and many chil- 
dren without fathers. 

As Nzeba explained to the small crowd 
at Zion earlier this week, a big part of her 
job is ensuring these women and children 
are looked after. 

“After the war, there were many women 
who had been raped in the process of the 

ar,” Nzeba said, explaining that in many 
cases, these women were raped in front of 
their husbands and children and that some 
had body parts severed. 

These women were left extremely trau- 
matized and Nzeba said her organization 
also trains people to help give therapy to 
them. 

HIV/AIDS are also a huge problem 
Nzeba’s organization must deal with. 

Nzeba, who first travelled to Canada 
in 1997, has been in the area for a cou- 
ple of weeks and has visited Lindsay and 
Bobcaygeon among other places. 

She said she couldn’t believe how quiet, 
peaceful and tranquil it is here.

about, what it stands for. 

Their slogan “Cancer does not stop for nighttime” sums 
it up. 

The relay starts at 7 p.m and winds up at 7 a.m. It’s 
a comparison to day and night, to positive and negative 
feelings. 

The sun sets, which symbolizes when one of our loved 
ones has been diagnosed with cancer and as the day nears 
darkness it represents the cancer patient’s state of mind 
when he or she is faced with mortality. 

As the evening gets colder as well as darker, so does the 
patient’s mental outlook. 

When | and 2 a.m. draws near, it symbolizes the cancer 
patient starting treatment. 

Treatment causes exhaustion, making them possibly 
sick with feelings of isolation and depression, possibly 
wanting to give up the fight. About this time I wanted to 
go home. 

In last year’s relay, I almost felt their exhaustion, the 


desire to quit — almost — in a very miniscule way! 

Nobody knows but a cancer patient, but putting our- 
selves out there for just one night of our lives to almost 
feel the different stages of those less fortunate is the least 
we can do. 

The end of the relay, (the sun rising) symbolizes the 
cancer patient leaving their last treatment. The morning 
light symbolizes hope, the light at the end of the tunnel, a 
new day filled with life and new beginnings. 

I am not asking you to take part in the relay, but I am 
going to ask you to come in and support our team. I have 
never been much on canvassing and whether you contrib- 
ute to our team or someone else’s team, it doesn’t matter. 
What matters is that you give. 

On a lighter note, I am getting running shoes that are 
supposed to help me walk more efficiently because last 
year’s shoes just didn’t do it. 

Of course, comfortable shoes translates into ugly shoes. 
Don’t look at my feet!
